-The Government’s spending plans 
for each, of the four years from 1975-6 
to 1578-9 covered' in last year’s White 
Paper on public expenditure have 
been substantially increased in its 
successor published yesterday. 

. The extra spending, which is in 
addition to the allowance made for 
the effects of inflation since last year, 
is about .£2,000m in 1975-76, about 
£2,250ra in 1976-77, about £2.650ra in 

1977- 78 and just under £900zn in 

1978- 79. 

In consequence, the White Paper 
explains, “ some rise in the burden of 
taxation is likely to be required** 
over the years to 198D. The Chan¬ 
cellor ,of the Exchequer estimated 
yesterday that, if the whole extra 
burden was concentrated on income 
tax after maintaining personal and 
other allowances at their present real 
value, the Tates of tax would have 
to be increased by between 2 and 6 
per cent. 

Enormous increases in debt interest 
costs have more than cancelled out 
the whole of the heavy • "cuts qf 
£l,034m in 1977-78 and of £2,414m in 
1978-79 in dlrect-sp ending pro¬ 
grammes which the Cabinet have 
approved. 

The Chancellor explained yester¬ 
day that, but for those cuts, the re¬ 
quired increase by 1980 in income tax 
rates, on the same assumptions as 
the 2 to 6 per cent rise actually fore¬ 
seen, would have been between 10 
and 14 per cent. That would have 
brought the basic rate of income tax 
(now 35 per cent) together with the 
basic graduated pension contribution 
(now 6 per cent) to more than 50 
per cent- 

The completely unexpected out¬ 
come of the most searching review of 
public spending ever made, with 
which the Cabinet has been wrestling 
since the late summer, is caused 
entirely by a hugh increase in the 
estimated ,cost of servicing -the 
National Debt. The Treasury now 
estimates that the cost, at todayfe 
value of money, of paying interest 
to people at home and abroad who 
have lent money to the Government 
has gone up, compared with the estF 
mate a year ago, by £430m. in 1975-75 


bv £1.750m in 1975-77 bv £2,700ra in 
197,7-78 and by £3,300m in 1978-79. 

Those huge increases, which mean 
that debt interest will by the end of 
the decade cost between, a quarter 
and a half more than big spending 
programmes such as defence, educa¬ 
tion and health, have been caused 
partly by the enormous Budget 
deficits of nearly £12,000m in the 
present and coming financial years. 
They ore also partly caused by the 
assumption that lower rates of infla¬ 
tion from now on will erode die real 
cost of debt interest more slowly than 
seemed likely a year ago. 

When allowance is made for the 
resources needed ro restore the 
balance of payments, to sustain a 
recovery of private investment, and 
to satisfy the demands of the public 
sector, as now planned, alxnosr-noth¬ 
ing is left for any increases in earned 
living standards-’Eveu if national out¬ 
put rises at 3} per cent a year from 
1975 to 1979. the available increase 
in wbat the Treasury calls “ privately 
financed personal consumption 0 
would'be barely GJ5 per cent a year 
measured from 1974. 

The Chancellor yesterday was mak¬ 
ing play of the fact that no substan¬ 
tial increase in spending is planned 
beyond the financial year 1976-77, 
which begins on April 1. But so end¬ 
ing in that year is planned to be 2} 
per cent above this year’s total (itself 
already . 3 per cent above last year's 
estimate) and 15 per cent above the 
level In 1973-74 when the Government 
came into office. 

_ Those increases are. again, in addi¬ 
tion to the effects of inflation, and 
represent the increase in the public 
sector’s real claims on national 
resources. 

The main increases since last year’s 
White Paper in planned spending in 
the coining financial year, apart from 
debt interest, are X578m cm trade, 
industry and employment policies and 
£464m on social security. Of that 
financing, the National Enterprise 
Board accounts for £225m. and 
launching the British National Oil 
Corporation accounts for ~£250m. 

The Increase in social security is 
due to. uprating of benefits to 'beep 
price with inflation; and the Govern¬ 
ment now intends to legislate to tie 


upraiiugs to the movement of earn¬ 
ings. 

One of the difficulties of the post 
12 months has been that spending 
departments in Whitehall'have turned 
out to have justifiable claims on. the 
contingency reserve that exceed the 
total provision made last year. A new 
s»-;?eqi is being instituted" to monitor 
claims on the contingency reserve so 
that a potential excess ca.*i be ideuti- 
fied early and compensating savings 
found elsewhere in government pro¬ 
grammes. 

In 1978-79, the main year on which 
ministers have concentrated in their 
review of speuding programmes, 
the main cuts against previously 
planned spending which have been 
needed to make partial room for the 
huge increase in debt interest are 
£620m off education, £5Ct)m off road 
building and transport, 5310m off 
housing subsidies, £290rn off food 
subsidies, £220m off *■ other" en¬ 
vironmental services, £19flm off the 
defence budget, £t50m off personal 
social: services, £110m off law and 
order services, including the fire ser¬ 
vice, and a £140m across-the-board cut 
in Civil Service numbers and costs. 

The White Paper maintains char 
the ratio of total public expenditure 
to national output, which rose from 
50 per cent to about 60 per cent be¬ 
tween 1971-72 and the present finan¬ 
cial year, will fall to 53 per cent in 
1979-80 if the Government keeps to 
the new spending plans and if 
national output rises by 42 per cent 
a year from 1975. 

Direct government spending on 
goods and services, which ivas 31 
per cent of national output in 1971- 
72, will fall from 35 per cent now 
to about 28 per cent by the end of 
the decade. 

At the same time cash grants, 
loans and benefit pavmenrs. which 
were equivalent to 19 per cent of 
national output in 1971-72. will fall 
from 26 per cent now to 24 per cent 
in 1979-80. The Treasury refers to 
the possibility that the Government's 
industrial policies may achieve a 
faster growth rate than the 45 per 
cent from 1975 assumed in those 
calculations, though the main effect 
vrill~“take time*.

White Paper finds no friends 
on the back benches 


VAT chaos

Although no firm date has been set, 
Mr Short, Leader of the House of 
Commons, -hinted yesterday that there 
will be a debate on the public expendi¬ 
ture White Paper the week after next. 
He came under strong pressure from 
Mrs- Thatcher for rhe Government to 
allot two days, but that, too, remains to 
be settled after discussions between 
party managers. 

Members on both sides of the House 
quickly reacted strongly to the docu¬ 
ment. 

The Conservative finance committee 
wifi discuss the cuts at a special meeting 
in the House nest Tuesday, and last 
nigbr the Parliamentary Labour Party 
was called to a special meeting next 
Wednesday. 

At first reading, the White Paper 
seemed to have no friends on the back 
benches on either side to proclaim its 
merits;- and it soon showed that the 
PLP will be extremely hostile when the 
Chancellor faces it next week. 

Sir Geoffrey Howe, QC, Shadow Chan¬ 
cellor, said the White Paper was a devas¬ 
tating admission of -the Government’s 
huge mistakes in the past, two years, 
coupled with an obstinate refusal to 
correct them ontrl much too late. That 
was the central message: “ Mr Healey 
has condemned his own performance 
in the very language that Mrs Thatcher 
and l have been using.” 

Soaring public expenditure and cripp¬ 
ling taxes bad been the inevitable con¬ 
sequence. Sir Geoffrev continued, of the 
false hopes raised by Labour propaganda 
over tbe years, most of all in the two 
elections of 1974. Tbe only means of 
restoring and maintaining full employ¬ 
ment was by reining back on public 
expenditure so that -industry might 
thrive again. . 

Next year, as well as this, the Govern¬ 
ment was still planning to spend even 


more than it intended a year ago. The 
rax burden, already far too high, would 
continue to increase. The Government 
admitted that. 

Labour was planning to push Britain 
still further into debt: “ Borrowing will 
have grown so muchby 1979 that all the 
money that mav have been saved by 
pruning spending programmes will be 
swallowed up in paying extra interest 
to the tune of more titan E3,000m.” 

Mr Brian Sedgemore, speaking For a 
group of left-wing Labour MPs. said: 

“ Like Dresden after the bombing, the 
Treasury’s economic strategy lies in 
ruins and despair;, first falling living 
standards, 'then rising unemployment, 
and now a niassive and shattering cut 
of £2,999m- in public expenditure by 
1978-79. 

_ “ Concentrated as they -are on educa¬ 
tion, bousing and environmental ser¬ 
vices, health and personal services, pub¬ 
lic transport subsidies, and capital 
expenditure in the nationalized Indus¬ 
tries, these cuts represent a fundamental 
shift of wealth and power away from 
tbe working people and their families. 

“This soiled White Paper, which 
should be consigned to the dustbin of 
history as soon as possible, is perhaps 
best characterized by the particularly 
mean proposal to increase school meal 
charges by 20p 2a September as a first 
step towards further increases. 

“This White Paper proves, if proof 
were needed, that our Labour Govern¬ 
ment _ is being -coerced by the Tory 
establishment into. carrying put wholly 
unacceptable policies. 

“ The new monetarists in the Cabinet 
are now sirtgwg the -same battle hymn 
as. the old monetarists in tbe Shadow 
Cabinet ... we should not allow these 1 
things to pass." !

leaves big 
shortfall

A chaotic state of affairs in 
the method of inspecting value- 
added tax accounts was reported 
to Parliament yesterday by Sir 
David Pitblado, the Comptroller 
and Auditor General. 

In the Appropriation Accounts 
for 1974-75 ne said the Customs 
and Excise Department esti¬ 
mated that about £l00m due on 
March 31 last year was still out¬ 
standing by the end of July. 

There was, he said, insuffici¬ 
ent examination of traders* 
records to ensure an adequate 
check on the collection of VAT. 
His report is inrended to draw 
Parliament’s attention yet again 
“ to tbe continuing' large pro¬ 
portion of defective returns 
received from traders, the de¬ 
partment's inability to imple¬ 
ment any material improvement 
on credibility checks in 1974-75 
compared with those in 1973- 
74, and the continuing shortfall 
in the planned number qf con¬ 
trol visits for examination of 
traders’ records”. 

Sir David says that when he 
tackled the department on tliar 
question “ they informed tuc 
that they were continually 
seeking to improve the system 
and that, with the benefit of 
hindsight, they recognized that 
some of the changes mw pro¬ 
posed could have been intro¬ 
duced at an earlier stage “. 
They considered,'however, that 
the progress achieved was at 
least adequate in all the rele¬ 
vant circumstances **. _

Shannon 

The funeral of Frank Stag?, 
rhe IRA hunger striker, turned 
into a macabre fiasco yesterday 
after the Irish Government 
srepped in to prevent tbe mili¬ 
tary-style ritual planned by re¬ 
publicans. Police were holding 
the body last nishr in a mor¬ 
tuary’ at Shannon airport. Tbe 
aircraft carrying it from Eng¬ 
land was diverted there from 
Dublin on government instruc¬ 
tions. 

Angry republicans and mem¬ 
bers of the Stapg family were 
involved in confrontations with 
the police outside the mortuary 
the cargo terminal and 
troops stood by. But the Gov¬ 
ernment refused their demands 
to release the body unless they 
agreed to rake ft quietly for iu- 
cennent in co Mayo. 

Stalemate fallowed when Mr 
Rory O'Erady, president of Sinn 
Fein, insisted that the body 
should be taken back to Dublin 
for a two-day procession and 
military funeral at the week¬ 
end. 

As the scheduled cargo air¬ 
craft carrying Mr Stagg s coffin 
was preparing to take off early 
yesterday from Heathrow Air¬ 
port, London, Aer Ling us 
ordered it to be diverted from 
Dublin under government in¬ 
structions. 

A government statement said 
the move was made for security 
reasons and to prevent “sub¬ 
versives ” exploiting the situa¬ 
tion. 

The order left Siun Fein 
leaders waiting dumbfounded 
and angry at Dublin airport. 
When the news was broken to 
them two hours later a cross¬ 
country chase followed. Several 
crowded cars with mourners 
travelled the 130 miles to 
Shannon in an attempt to re¬ 
claim the body. 

It became dear yesterday 
that tbe elaborate plans to pre¬ 
vent the funeral were prepared 
ar a meeting of the Irish 
Cabiner earlier in the week 
when security was high on the 
agenda. 

When relatives arrived in 
Dublin on Wednesday night Mrs 
Bridie Stagg. aged 27, the 
widow, pointedly ignored the 
welcome by republicans and 
went over to waiting Irish 
Special Branch officers. it 
seems dear that she knew then 
of the arrangements and speut 
the night away from the rest 
of the family in Dublin. 

Legal moves were being 
taken by republicans last night 
to repossess tjw body but pros¬ 
pects of the funeral taking 
place as originally planned were 
described reliably as “bleak”. 

After lengthy but fruitless 
discussions at Shannon with 
Chief Superintendent John Mc¬ 
Mahon, of the Irish Spedal 
Branch in Dublin, Mr O’Brady 
added: “The Government has 
forcibly taken control without 
acquainting us”. 

The outwitting of the Pro¬ 
visional IRA has dearly embar¬ 
rassed Aer Lingus. the Irish 
national airline. The aircraft 
arrived at Shannon with mo 
Irish police officers on board 
and the body was not cleared 
from customs. 

Shortly afterwards Mr George 
Stagg, a brother of the dead 
man, who accompanied the 
coffin, was held by rhe police 
at Ennis, near Shannon, under 
the Offences against the State 
Act, but released after mo 
hours.

Iceland broke off diplomatic 
relations with Britain yesterday, 
because of the continuing dis¬ 
pute over fishing timits. The 
decision was first given to Mr 
Kenneth East, British Ambassa¬ 
dor in Reykjavik, in a telephone 
call ar midday, and then form¬ 
ally transmitted to -the Foreign 
Office in tbe afternoon by Mr 
Helgi Asusr.sson, the Icelandic 
Charge d’Affaires, 

Mr East is expected ro leave 
in a few days. As it happens 
he is somewhat handicapped in 
packing up because of a general 
strike in Iceland which, among 
other things, has paralysed the 
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airport. Although the British 
Embassy, with a staff of six, will 
remain open, tire • French 
Embassy will represent British 
interests in Iceland from now 
on. There are about 130 Britons 
in Iceland. Norway will look 
after Icelandic interests here. 

The Foreign Office expressed 
regret at the Icelandic Govern¬ 
ment’s decision yesterday, 
which was of course expected, 
but reiterated British willing¬ 
ness to seek a negotiated settle¬ 
ment or accept mediation. 

By its action, -the Icelandic 
Government was once again 
escalating the dispute, the 
Fnreign Office said, and cutting 
off the direct channel of 
negotiation. 

This is the first time, it was 
noted with regret in London, 
that a member of Nato has 
broken off relations with an 
ally. Tbe latest clash at sea is 


also the first occasion in tie 
cod war when a Eritish seaman 
has been injured. 

An7_ damage to Nato co¬ 
operation will be kept to a 
minimum so far as Britain is 
concerned. There will be no 
objection to sitting in ar meet¬ 
ings with Icelandic staff or any 
other military activities involv¬ 
ing Iceland. As for the base at 
Keflavifc, ir_ was hardly ever 
used by .British aircraft. 

Meanwhile, the cod war is 
likely to continue through the 
winter. British trawlers will 
observe their policy af volun¬ 
tary restraint limiting tbe 
annual catcb of cod to 85,000 
tons. 

In tbe spring, the dispute is 
likely to extend co the Euro¬ 
pean Community. West Ger¬ 
many’s recent agreement with 
Iceland will lapse if any other 
Community country is in dis¬ 
agreement ivith Iceland. Ice¬ 
land’s tariff concessions for 
frozen fish, negotiated with the 
Community as a whole, which 
hare never come into force, 
will remain in abeyance. 

Whether this fact will lead 
to a wider negotiation, in 
which tbe European Community 
might try to mediate, is too 
soon to know. 

Britain has said it is walling 
ro accept mediation as a way 
out, bat the most recent 
attempt by Dr Luos, Secretary- 
General of Nato, to promote a 
settlement got nowhere. For tbe 
time being, tbe conclusion in 
London is that Iceland does not 
want a settlement

two appeal courts

Mr Justice Melford Steven¬ 
son. many of whose decisions 
and remarks have attracted 
adverse comment, was criticized 
yesterday by two separate 
Courts of Appeal. 

In one. Lord Widgery, Lord 
Chief Justice, said the judge 
had put pressure on a 
defendant into pleading guilty 
to charges of assault by telling 
him that if he persisted in 
pleading not guilty and was 
subsequently convicted he 
would get a very severe 
sentence. 

In another case, before a 
} different court a four-year 
1 sentence passed by Mr Justice 
Melford Stevenson on a man 
for handling stolen goods was 
described as " beyond all 
reason.” 

Earlier this week the fees of 
defence counsel, which had 
been reduced by a third after 
au attack by the same judge on 
their conduct were restored In 
full, after both the Court of 
Appeal and the Ear Council had 
found that counsel had behaved 
perfectly properly. 

In one of the appeals heard 
yesterday the court ordered a 
new trial after being told that 
Mr Justice Melford Stevenson 
had called counsel into his 

f private room during the 
uncheon adjournment on the 
first day, after having heard 
prosecuting counsel open the 
case. 

The accused man, George 
Cain, aged 34. of Aimes Street, 
Norwich, bad been charged with 
assaulting two boys, aged three 


and five. Lord Widgery said that 
in his private room the judge 
told counsel that Mr Cain had 
no defeure at all. and if he 
persisted m pleading not guilty 
he would get a very severe 
sentence indeed. If he changed 
his pleat,- it would make a very 
considerable difference. 

After discussions, Mr Cain 
decided to plead guilty. Lord 
Widgery added: “It is clear 
ibat he was confused and uncer¬ 
tain about his course of action.” 
He was then sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment. 

Lord Widgery said: “ It is 
interesting to bear in mind 
that, from the very start, tills 
man maintained that be was 
innocent and that there was an 
explanation for the injuries the 
two boys suffered. We think 
that, ouce it becomes clear that 
au accused knew what the 
judge had advised, it is idle to 
say that he had a free choice. 

The other appeal yesterday 
was against a sentence of four 
years’ unprisonnu.vt imposed 
by Mr Justice Melford Steven¬ 
son on a man for handling 
stolen television sets. 

The sentence on Mr Graham 
Moore, aged 32, of Trevethick 
Drive, Dartford, Kent, was re¬ 
duced to 12 months. Mr Jus¬ 
tice MacKenna, giving the 
Court cf Appeal judgment, said 
it was “ not as an act of mercy, 
bur one of elementary justice ” 

The sentence was Lv. posed 
despite a probation report 
recommending a period of com¬ 
munity service, h said. “A 
sentence of that lengtft for this 
offence was beyond all reason.”

Jury out

A jury of 11 men and a 
woman delivered its verdict at 
toe Central Criminal Court 
yesterday after considering 
evidence for longer than any 
other jury this century.

London bus and Underground 
fares will rise by a quarter In 
July to make up for greatly- 
reduced subsidies from the 
Government and the Greater 
London Council. Details will be 
announced today. 

With rail fares to go up on 
March 28 and another rise in 
country bus fares expected, toe 
crisis in public transport is seen 
as a mam political issue. The 
Speaker yesterday rejected a 
call by Mr Robert Cryer, 
Labour MP for Keighley; for an 
emergency Commons debate. 

The Government has in real 
terms halved its grant to toe 
GLC for transport support to 
£36m, and the GLC -contribution 
from toe rates is being held at 
£45m. Officials estimate that 
at least 5 per cent of passengers 
will stop travelling on London 
buses and the Tube as a result 
of toe new increase. More than 
1,500,000 people use the Tube 
daily, and nearly four mill inn 
use buses. 


Two increases were made in 
London Transport fares last 
year, totalling 70 per cent. 
Government policy is for 
further reductions in public 
support, inevitably leading to 
further fare rises. 

Mr Cryer said that unless 
prompt action was taken it 
seemed likely that the Govern¬ 
ment was proposing to stand by 
while a further deterioration in 
toe public transport system 
occurred.

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Production of contraceptive vaccine and male pill nearer

Experiments with small 
groups of male volunteers are 
pinpointing the most likely sub¬ 
stance for development of a 
male contraceptive pilL a meet¬ 
ing of the Royal Society was 
told yesterday at a discussion 
on “ contraceptives of toe 
future". 

According to the evidence 
presented to toe- international 
gathering of experts in world 
health matters. population 
trends, family planning and 
reproductive biology, toe most 
likely new clinical development 
will be immunization for 
women effective for two or 


three years and toe production 
of toe male pill. 

Work on toe latter has led 
to the preparation of oral 
agents that are safe enough for 
at least small-scale .tests on 
humans. Interest in toe male 
pill comes mainly from toe 
developed _ world, whereas 
immunization has more appeal 
to agencies in toe third world. 
A contraceptive vaccine could 
be combined with, for instance, 
an anti-tetanus one in routine 
health schemes. 

The type of agent that could 
be turned into a vaccine was 
described by Dr J. P. Hearn, 
of toe Medical Research 
Council's nnic of reproductive 
biology, Edinburgh. It does not 


interfere with ovulation and 
fertilization and prevents preg¬ 
nancy by - suppressing toe 
amount of a natural substance 
necessary for toe development 
of a fertilized egg. Most work 
has been done on marmoset; 
rhesus and bonnet monkeys, 
and Baboons. 

The work on a male pQl was 
described by Dr D. M. de 
Kretser, of Prince Henry’s 
Hospital, Melbourne, Australia. 
He said what toe population 
would accept as a satisfactory ■ 
oral contraceptive would have 
to be reversible. The object 
was to inhibit toe fertilizing 
ability of sperm. But the pro¬ 
cess must be rapid, reversible 
and have no effects on libido 


and potency. The possible 
approaches are to Interfere 
with the hormonal cycle; to 
attack toe fertility of sperm 
itself; or to prevent genera¬ 
tion of fertile sperm. 

The most recent research 
explained by Dr de Kretser 
'indicates that a {dll combining 
two substances, progestogen 
and androgen, answers all toe 
criteria for an acceptable pill. 
They are both groups of 
naturally occurring bio- 

chemicals. The first inhibits 
toe production of fertile sperm 
and the second replenishes a 
necessary hormone to ensure 
continuation. of libido and 
potency.

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Flixborough chemical plant to be rebuilt

Nypro (UK) Ltd yesterday 
received permission from the 
Department of the Environ¬ 
ment to rebuild its chemical 
planr at Flisboroagh, near 
Scunthorpe, which was 
destroyed by explosion and fire 
in June, 1974, with toe loss of 
28 fives. 

Rebuilding the plant is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by the 
end of 1977 and will cost about 
£38m. The Flixborough plant, 
jointly owned by the National 
Coal Board and the Dutch 
State Mines, is toe awntry’s 
sole producer of caprolactam, a 
synthetic substance used in the 


manufacture of nylon 6. which 
accounts for nearly 30 per cent 
of coral nylon production in the 
United Kingdom. 

Since toe explosion capro¬ 
lactam has had to be imported. 
Reopening Flbborough will 
save £20m annually in overseas 
exchange. 

Permission to rebuild has 
been granted subject to condi¬ 
tions designed to ensure maxi¬ 
mum safety at toe plant and its 
environs, iodmfing toe elimina¬ 
tion of the oxidation of cyclo¬ 
hexane process- The depart¬ 
ment also requires toe construc¬ 
tion of access roads, car parks, 
telephone and eleetncity p aint* 


for use in an emergency and a 
production limit of 7T>,000 
tonnes of caprolactam a year. 
The new plant has been de¬ 
signed to reduce potential 
danger and damage.

The evacuation is in accord¬ 
ance with the interim agree¬ 
ment mediated by Dr Kissinger, 
the American Secretary of 
State;, last year. By midday on 
Saturday the only Israelis re¬ 
maining in the area will be 200 
in an enclave at Husdiba, near 
the western end of the Giddi' 
Pass, where they will continue 
to operate an early warning 
station. 

The Israeli soldiers riding 
eastwards were passive, in 
marked contrast to the dated 
troops who pulled back , from 
Egypt after the first disengage¬ 
ment agreement in 1974,

Scottish Opera recently won 
the aiwiuwl Evening Standard 
award for opera, its special 
achievement being the -opening 
last year of the renovated 
Theatre Royal in Glasgow, file 
first-new opera house in these 
islands since Glyndeboume in 
1934. On Wednesday, at the 
conclusion of Verdfs Falstaff, 
which completes'the company's 
first season in its new borne, 
the award was presented to 
Alexander and Peter 

Hemmings—respectively fiie 
artistic director and general 
administrator of Scottish Opera 
•—by Dame Eva Turner, who in 
1915 had sung tier very first 
solo operatic pert in die same 
theatre. 

The .ceremony crowned, an 
enjoyable evening, properly; 
representative of * Scottish 
Opera’s good work over the 
years. Verdfs last opera has a 
starry leading role in the name ' 
part, here taken by the engag¬ 
ing and sapient Sesto Bruscan- 
tmi;. but. fiie chief splendours 
of. Falstaff are in its ensembles, 
in the interplay of many charac¬ 
ters and, of course, in the cut 
and thrust of the wise, witty, 
magical, music for orchestra' 
with and without voices. 

Teamwork as the essence of 
a successful interpretation of 
Falstttff, and Scotorii Opera is 
just such a team. It was a sur¬ 
prise ;to.. be Teaniaded' that. 
Peter Ebert’s adept production 
of 10 yeats -ago>, much admired 
at the ' time, had not been 

revived since then until this 
week. Ih the pit, at last, was 
the Scottish National Orchestra 
making a welcome debut in the 
company's new tbeasre. The - 
SNO’s absence earlier in the 
season, owing to concert com¬ 
mitments inchnkng an extended 
tour. of No«h America, had 
been generally deplored. Here 
it was, somewhat depicted in 
numbers' through' the current 
flu epidemic, but crisp in 
attack, warm--in tone, display¬ 
ing fiie sensitive musicianship 
for which it is celebrated,; and 
responding alertly to its con¬ 
ductor, Mr Gibson, who plainly 
enjoyed every moment of the 
glorious score, from the hragga- 
docrio of the opening scene to 
the. moonlit lovelin-ess that 
depicts Windsor Forest and the 
warm humanity of fhe : .fugar 
finale. I particularly enjoyed 
the playing in the. marveHous 
scene where Ea/seatf is visited 
first by Dame Quickly and then 
fry Master Ford, the richness 
of the intrigue on stage strongly 
matched by the orchestral im 
veation and colouring. 

The importance of ensemble . 
could be remarked all the 
more because the- solo sing¬ 
ing was not above reproach, yet 
die performance as a whole

There was,.in fact, 
no Korda legacy—only the 
memory of Camelot, and some 
lessons that were not learnt.

The Korda season continues' 
through March, and includes 
early rarities like The Girl from 
Maxim's (1933), with Frances 
Day aad Geix^e Grossmidh 
and The Primde Life of Don. 
Juan (1934, the last ffim of 
Douglas Fairbanks as wel as 
nostalgic titles like Elephant 
Boy,. Fire Over England, The 
Drum, South Riding, The Thief 
of * Baghdad, Lady Hamilton. 
Perfect Strangers and The Third 
Man. 

Unexpectedly for a director 
who now seems the most purely 
Japanese of all Japan’s film 
artists, Kenji Mizoguchi’s early 
work was largely adaptation 
from Western literature. (Gals¬ 
worthy, Lady Gregory, Shaw 
and the Boston Bladde stories). 
His later contemporary sub¬ 
jects showed a deep social 
commitment;’ and it was only 
in the politically difficult years 
of the Thirties, the war and the 
occupation that he retreated to 

unction, with a feel for vocal 
line, the shape of a phrase, the 
spring of a rhythm. He was not 
helped in the translation by 
Nell and John Moody, which by 
its slavish desire to keep -as 
close to Shakespeare as pos¬ 
sible threw too many vocally 
tricky words at the performers. 
On the other hand, Verdi in his 
first version of fiie opera 
loaded far more weight on to 
Macbeth’s shoulders than he 
did when re'.vorldng the piece 
for' Par is. 

Jonathan c ummers^. shoul¬ 
ders are b i :i t for weight. So, 
too, are '.is lungs. In the 
Florentine score Macbeth be¬ 
comes the ' central figure _ of 
each act- In the third, - which 
has more than a dash' of 
Freischutz about it, he is the 
only visitor to the witches’ 
coven; no Lady Macbeth is 
there for support in' the closing 
scene, which Macbeth himself 
has to sustain with a cabaretta 
after his fainting fit. The last 
■act aria, “ Pieta, ris petto, 
aroore”, is followed by a brief 
•farewell to life, which leaves 
it in no doubt that Macbeth is 
about, well, Macbeth. Mr Sum¬ 
mers, a robust, bearded figure 
who looks a little like Jon 
Finch in Roman Polanski’s 
movie, acquitted himself nobly 
and with considerable stamina. 
His weakness at the' moment is 
a tendency to drop off the note 
in recitative when there is little 
support from the orchestra.

With Mizoguchi, form ana 
idea, atmosphere and feeling, 
are indivisible.

Rudojf Kempe’s first spring 
concert with die BBC Symphony 
Orchestra-on Wednesday showed 
signs of Thematic planning. 
Berg’s Violin Concerto, with its., 
elegiac quotation from Bach’s. 
0 Ewigkcit, du Dormerwort, 
went with' Brahms’s. - Fourth 
Symphony, which hoc rndy has - 
a finale based on the cantata 
Nach dir, Herr. verlanget mjchj' 
bat is shot through with Bachtau - 
textur es and Ideas. And by way 
of prelude, we heard -Tippettis ' 
quasi-baroque Concerto for 
Amble string orchestra- 

-Whether or not such a pro¬ 
gramme was Kempe’s answer to 
Botdex’s.. individual brand-of ' 
didacticism, it .succeeded in - 
emptying the hall, which Boulez 
used to be able to do without 
even trying. 

But as a conductor, needless 
m say, Kempe. has no th i n g in 
common with Ms predecessor. 
Bis essentially German, dialec¬ 
tical' style came out at once in 
the Tippett, a work of enormous 
muscular energy whose musical 
thrust can be made to override 
its sometimes rasher fussy and 
ext remely taxing quaver cross¬ 
rhythms. Such was Kempe’s 
performance. One was quickly 
caught up in the sheer impulse 
of the first movement, though 
the part-playing was by no 
means always exact: And Kempe 
drew a big, and not altogether 
idiomatic contrast by taking the 
slow : movement at a heavy 
Adagio, stretching the music out. 
perhaps more than it can.stand. 

Precision of effect was also 
often lacking in the Brahms. 
As a rule so textuaJly sound, 
Kempe introduced a seemingly 
arbitrary accelerando at the end 
of the first movement, perhaps 
to match the one Brahms marks 
In the finale. Moreover, the 
string tone was thick and some¬ 
times poorly focused. Much 
better was fiie orchestra* play¬ 
ing in the Berg, which had 
ai«n a promising ' soloist in 
Edith P ctoeman n, from Mainz. 
Here, curiously, there was a 
certain lack of decisive impulse, 
especially in the second move¬ 
ment, which hung fire badly 
■after the Barii quotation. But 
the essential agony of five music 
was conveyed, more perhaps in 
Miss Peinemann’s viermoiserze 
than in Kempe’s meticulous 
rather than charged accompani¬ 
ment. Above ail, the per¬ 
formance underlined not the 
similarity but the utter dis¬ 
similarity between the nearly 
contemporary concertos of Berg 
and Tippett. _ 

Mazart Players/ 
McCaldin 

Queen Elizabeth Hall

At first glance a symphony by 
Shostakovich m ig h t seem an 
odd work to find in a concert 
from the London Mozart 
Players. But No 14, dedicated 
to Benjamin Britten, is more 
song-cycle than symphony, 
scored for strings and percus¬ 
sion alone with soprano and 
bass soloists. Moreover, the 
conductor on Wednesday was 
not that group’s eighteenth-, 
century-slanted Harry Blech but 
Denis McCaldin, a saentist 
turned musician, now Director 
of Music at Lancaster Univer¬ 
sity. 

Since a miniature score is 
not yet available, criticism can 
only take the form of 
comparison with memories of 
Barshafs Russian recording. By 
those standards the perform¬ 
ance as a whole was not quite 
sharp-edged enough to sustain 
so much slow tempo, inevitable 
in a work unified by the theme 
of desuh. 

But there was a great deal to 
enjoy in both the characteriza¬ 
tion and tonal shading of 
Felicity Palmer and Malcolm 
King, who gallantly tackled the 
text in Russian. 

The percussionists rose to 
their important challenges 
bravely, and the violins respon¬ 
ded quire well to ebangpng 
moods. The lower strings, ex 
cept for the cellos in the high 
chording of w Ob, Delvig ”, 
were much less convincing; so 
many of their exposed solos 
lacked the intensity for which 
the voices cried out The double 
basses even failed to savour 
their Britien-inspired “sleep” 
glissandos in the opening song.

Secondly, X fori strongly that if 
it was not for'toe presence of the 
British Army and the idle they 
play there there woold.be civil war 
far worse than anything we have 
seen and it would spread to this 
side of the water. 

There are no ea^y-reappraisals 
and solutions waiting in a drawer 
to pull out. That fs a fect of 
Northern Ireland- It 'is only five 
years ago .that We started looking 
at the matter again and I hope we 
do not make the mistake often 
made on tins side of toe water of 
believing that there is a simple 
solution.

Rail cuts debate refused 


Mr Robert Cryer (Keighley.

Mr Robert Adley (Christchurch 
and Lymington, C), questioning- 
toe Prime Minister about toe 
speech of the Home Secretary (Mr 
Roy Jenkins) on economic policy 
on January 23, said: The Home 
Secretary doubted whether it was 
passible to maintain the values of a 
plural society with freedom of 
choice, if the level of public 
expenditure exceeds 60 per cent. 

. What Is the Prime Minister 
doing to push back the frontiers of 
compulsory state intervention in 
order to achieve that essential 40 
per cent freedom figure in health 
and education ? 

Mr Harold Wilson (Huy ton.

Move to improve 
sale keeping 
of parish records 

House of Lards 

Lord Teviot, moving toe second 
reading of the Parochial Records 
BUI. said legislation to improve toe 
safe keeping of parish registers 
bad a long history. The proposal in 
rtiig B31 to introduce a fireproof 
safe followed a logical sequence of 
progress. Over the past 144 years, 
on average a volume of parish 
registers had been lost every three 
weeks. 

Lord Mowbray Segrave and 
Stourton, Opposition spokesman 
on toe environment, said centrali¬ 
zation and codification of records 
would aid researchers and tiiey 
should be protected from fire, 
damp and theft. 

The Bishop of Chelmsford said 
the Church of England gave toe 
BIB a general welcome out tori 
concerned about confusion which 
might arise over toe partial over¬ 
lap between the Bill 4 nd the 
Church’s own measure, which bad 
a similar aim and was in the revi¬ 
sion stage after General Synod 
approval lost November, If toe Bill 
could be held back a little there 
coaid be two complementary 
measures from the beginning.

But Mrs 
Thatcher should tell us whether 
toe agrees" with the "shadow chan¬ 
cellor who has said be would cot it 
this year, even though It meant 
more unemployment.

Allegation that bribery was involved in 
loss of contract for Saudi university 


A call for an inquiry into a 
bribery allegation concerning a 
building contract in Saudi Arabia 
was made by Lady Ward of North 
Tyneside (C). 

Lady Ward asked whether it was 
still Government policy to support 
employment for Tyneside and If 
so, why, when a contract was ready 
for signature for toe building of a 
university in Saudi Arabia, which 
would have given employment to a 
Tyneside engineering firm, it was 
interfered with in such a way as to 
send the coccract to toe United 
States. 

Lord Win ter bottom. Lord in 
Waiting—It remains toe policy of 
the British Government to support 
employment for Tyneside. It Is an 
over-statement to say that a con¬ 
tract for toe building of toe univer¬ 
sity was ready for signature when 
the Government initiated the for¬ 


mation of a team to make propo¬ 
sals for die implementation of toe 
whole project; toe project was still 
then at an early stage. 

The Government’s action was 
taken in response to approaches 
from several United Kingdom 
firms, including the one for which 
toe Tyneside firm has done some 
initial planning work for toe pro* 
Ject. Eventually, the Saadi authori¬ 
ties decided to bold a limited com¬ 
petition between toe three selected 
firms or architects. 

An American firm won toe con¬ 
tract for toe design and construe- 
non management of the university. 
I am glad to say that a British firm 
of architects is associated with 
them. 

Lady Ward—-That-fs an unsatis¬ 
factory answer. The official flew 
ont udth the contract for signature 
to Saudi Arabia. I have all toe 
papers in my bands. We shall not 


be satisfied in the North of Bug- 
land until we really know why toe 
interference took place or who was 
involved. 

A letter from Mr Clinton Davis 
(Under Secretary for Trade) to me 
did not give aiy information at alL 
There Is a feeling toar somewhere 
or other there was bribery from 
somebody. W3U Lord WJncerbot- 
tom ask toe Prime Minister If he 
will irltiate a proper inquiry so 
that those who are concerned can 
see what happened and who It was 
who offered the bribes in connex¬ 
ion with this contract ? 

Lord 'Winterbottom—T led that 
deaeration so I am, perhaps, as 
well informed about it as anvjne.

Science report 

Virology .-Winter cold cures 


A new form of drug treatment is 
being claimed by doctors In Bel¬ 
gium ro reduce the frequency and 
severity of winter colds in chil¬ 
dren. In a research report In 
The Lancet today toe four doc¬ 
tors, ail in private practice, say 
that children given regular doses 
of Leramisole throughout the 
winter had lialf as many respira¬ 
tory Infections as r * untrol group 
given dummy t* V -»; and the 
colds toe children did get lasted 
fewer days and were less severe. 

They suggest that the beneficial 
effect'of Levamisole is due to its 
action in improving toe body’s 


natural defences against infection. 
Levamisole was introduced several 
years ago iu the treatment of para¬ 
sitic infections, and it was only 
later that it was found to stimu¬ 
late the natural Immune system 
which gives protection against 
bacterial and viral infections. 

Research centres throughout the 
world are studyisg applications of 
this property of the drug but the 
Belgian report is toe first account 
of Its use as a protection against 
winter virus illnesses.

Boxing 


Former law student argues that 
it is a case of third time lucky

Hamburg, Feb 19 

Britain lias no European boxing 
clumplon at the moment—a situa- 
nun which Bunny Sterling hopes 
to improve when this 27-year-old 
Jamaican makes his challenge for 
£he European middleweight title 
against Frank Reiche, of West 
Germany, in the Sporthalle Alster- 
durf here tomorrow evening. 

This will be Sterling’s third 
attempt to win the Continental 
crown at list 61b. In December, 
1971 he fought, possibly, the tight 
of his life against Jean-CIaude 
Boarder, of France, in Farts only 
to be knocked ont in the 14th 
round after suffering at least one 
controversial knockdown when 
Bonttier accidentally stepped on 
Sterling’s throat as he lay on the 
canvas. Nearly two years later 
Sterling seemed to be robbed op 
the decision when he was offl* 
dally outpointed by EUo Galea* 
brim', of Italy, over 15 rounds in 
San Remo. 

Sterling insisted here today: 
** This will be third time lucky— 
you’d better believe it. There’s 
no ‘ If ’ about It this time.” The 
Jamaican-born former law student, 
who is now a director of a Lon¬ 
don cleaning company, points out: 
** I was the first black fighter 
born outside Britain to win a 
British title and I’m going to be 
the first to win a European title. 
I am not embittered about my 
lack of opportunity in Britain but 
surely the public there has been 
fooled long enough. Now I think 
I can get a good creek of the 
whip from the European Boxing 
Union.” 

Sterling was talking, this after¬ 
noon, to the British press in the 
unexpectedly “ jolly ” atmosphere 
of a Tara cafe which was Full of 
extraordinarily friendly ladies with, 
apparent!'.' a great deal of time on 
their hands. " 1 can’t quite believe 
it ” said a colleague . who has 
visited Germany many times, as 


we tried to concentrate on left 
hooks instead of sweet smiles, 
^ but it is rather splendid, isn't 

At least our challenger tor the 
European title, and his manager 
George Francis, had their priorities 
right. "I've studied the fella's 
hone structure ” confided Mr 
Francis, “ and his nose sticks oat 
and Ms eyebrows protrude. It’s 
easy to say that Relche hasn't 
been cut by too many people but 
Bunny’s got a good left jab and I 
think he’s going to get to him. 
I believe Reiche wQJ start off fast 
In the first round and keep it up 
for five, sbe or seven. Then Bun 
should start to take over.” 

This will be Sterling’s fourteenth 
championship contest after two 
shoes at the European tide, seven 
for the British and four for the 
Commonwealth honours. He may 
well be, as Mr Frauds believes, 
the most experienced holder of a 
British boxing licence. “ He was 
my first fighter ”, says Mr Frauds, 
“ and he came to me at 174. 
Surely he must do it tills time 
after all the bad lack he’s had. 
m be shocked if be doesn’t win.” 

Sterling has even closer feeling 
about Mr Frauds, indeed he once 
told me: "If anything happened 
to George Td pack in boxing on 
the same day/’ That was long 
before Sterling, sparring with Mr 
Frauds, happened to jolt a pro¬ 
tective pad so hard that it caused 
his manager to sustain a detached 
retina in one eye. Now the bond 
Is naturally even closer between 
the cockney manager and die West 
Indian boxer. 

Two tilings worried Sterling a 
shade today. One was the possi¬ 
bility of a supposedly neutral 
referee breaking up his fighting 
rhythm as happened when Sterling 
met Catoabrini. The second is bis 
battle with the scales after today’s 
test weigh-in when the British 
challenger for the vacant European 
title was disturbed to find he was 
a shade more than a pound over 
the middleweight limit of list 61b. 


Mr Frauds was obviously con¬ 
cerned about tiie weigh-in. 
“ Bunny has been list SJlb on 
the gym scales here and It was 
only when we nsed the official 
scales that we found we were 
over. Tomorrow m demand the 
official stales are checked both 
by the West German officials and 
the European Boxing Union 
representative. But Bonny will go 
for a long walk this evening and 
tomorrow be may have a couple 
Of rounds slapping. 

Sterling ha* only seen Reicbe 
in action through what be calls 
a " 10 secs P 1 " 1 dip ” of the 
German in sparring. Back in 1974 
Mr Francis and I watched the 
German go 10 rounds at the 
Empire Fool, Wembley. In a non- 
tide boot against Kevin F innegan , , 
who was then the European 
middleweight champion. Finnegan 
sustained a double fracture of the 
jaw in tiie seventh round but some- 
how found enough spirit and skill 
to fend off Relche until the end < 
of the bout which he won by 994 
points to 97. 

Ironically, that victory by Finne- j 
can led to Sterling bong in the 
position of a challenger this even¬ 
ing. Subsequently Finnegan, short 
of recent competitive experience 
because be was recovering from 
injury, lost his European tide to 
Gratien Tonna, of France, who 
dies left the tide vacant because 
he was aiming for other honours. 
Since then Sterling has waited 
and waited so long that; when he 
enters the ring tomorrow even¬ 
ing, it wOL be bis first bout for 
14 months. 

Even so. Sterling could become 
.the first British boxer to win tills 
tide overseas and the ninth to 
hold tiie championship since Gus 
Platts in 1921. Incidentally, tiie 
last time fbe European middle¬ 
weight championship was con¬ 
tested in Hamburg a German out¬ 
pointed a Dutchman. On that 
occasion British boxers were occu¬ 
pied elsewhere. The date was 
January 20, 2943.

Hudson wants to torn a nation’s hot-footed ran Into a cool-heeled walk 

The English must pull their quality socks up 


There are a couple of things in 
British life that the Continental 
male envies more titan almost 
anything else—League football and 
Marks & Spencer’s socks. The 
quality of the socks I will vouch 
for, but tbe unqualified praise of 
our other national heritage 1 find 
more debatable. It is, as Alan 
Hudson, of Stoke City and 
occasionally of England, says, 
usually s frantic business of 
** Dying about and tackling every¬ 
one This to any Continental fed 
on defensive football is the real 
game ; and why should he not be 
satisfied watering British players 
take ali of the bruises and Us 
teams all of tiie trophies. 

Hudson stands for a lot o£ what 
the traditional British spectator 
considers out of character with the 
staple diet of sweat, Jdck-it-up-tbe- 
tniddle, get-rid-of-It fcctbaD 
excitement. His style oF play Ot 
Stoke has led him along a narrow 
Ideological pari: shared with few 
other players or plotted with any 
accuracy by most newspaper 
reporters, who, he believes, show 
fundamental ignorance about the 
g ame and, particularly, the way 
he attempts to play it. 

After many outstanding perfor¬ 
mances for Stoke and one remark¬ 
able game for England against 
West Gemxaoy, Hudson was 
acclaimed for his cool ability to 
determine die pattern and pace of 
an entire match. He was seen oa 
television all over the world, 
including New Zealand. Where not 
everyone thinks a bail has to be 
misshapen before use. Brian 
O’Sullivan, .a young journalist, 
footballer and coach, decided to 
journey to Britain via those other 
football conscious countries. Brazil, 
Hungary, Yugoslavia and West 
Germany. After seeing the most 
successful teams of recent years, 
be arrived in England to find that 
Hudson was not, in his view, being 
appreciated and seemed mlsunder-

It’s the name 
of a tree she' sew in a cemetery 
m New Zealand, "a depressing 
evergreen with yellow tipped 
branches supposed to suggest 
hope in a gloomy world. It. 
is not tiie _utie yon expect of 
a _ book written by . an actress 
with a hundred parts of cheery 
aid charwomen behind her. But 
the name—and tbar of her first 
book The Sioux, later repub¬ 
lished as The Green and Purpie 
Dream —is nothing to the con¬

The financial awakening 
began in the 1960s when 
Angus Grossart, an ' advo¬ 
cate then practising at the 
Scottish Bar, and lan Noble, 
an economist, founded the 
merchant bank, Noble Gros¬ 
sart. Until this bank was 
formed Scotland had little 
in the way of merchant 
banking and businessmen 
had to go to London for 
advice on corporate finance, 
mergers and issues and it 
bas been said that the lack 
of a Scottish merchant bank 
was one of the reasons why 
so many Scottish companies 
were taken over by English 


concerns. Now the clearing 
banks-have developed - their 
merchant banking arms and 
another, McNeill Pearson, is 
In business in Edinburgh and 
the -full range of service is 
now available in Scotland 
for those who seek it. *. 

By creating Noble Gros¬ 
sart Investments the young 
merchant bank' performed 
another service. It created a 
vehicle through which Scot¬ 
tish financial institutions 
oould provide' funds, for 
small but growing com¬ 
panies. In the past the trusts 
and insurance offices bad 
often been criticized- for 
investing everywhere except 
at home. . 

Then Ivory & Siine,. the 
fund managers, . brought 
Edward. Bates & Sons to 
Edinburgh. This venture 
went through a. troubled 
period .when Bates became 
involved with Welfare In¬ 
surance. .What is import¬ 
ant now is that Noble Gros¬ 
sart and Edward Bates mobi¬ 
lized the. Scottish institutions 
in the search for and ex¬ 
ploitation of North Sea oil 
through such new companies 


as ' Piet Petroleum, Cale. 
donian' Offshore, Viking Oil 
and Caber OiL 
' To the credit of these 
institutions it must be said 
that they were the first to 
spot' the importance of 
North Sea oil. 

One obvious reason for 
the coming of the American 
banks is the presence in 
Scotland of so many major 
North American corpora¬ 
tions „ including General 
Motors, Singer, Caterpillar 
Tractor, NCR. Chrysler, Gid- 
dings' & Lewis-Fraser, Good¬ 
year, and IBM. It was only 
natural that the banks 
should follow their custo¬ 
mers. 

Bank of America, First 
National Bank of Chicago, 
Continental Illinois and the 
Canadian' Bank of Nova 
Scotia all emphasize • that 
they are in Scotland to sup¬ 
plement not to replace the 
Scottish clearing banks. 
They offer additional ser¬ 
vices in term loans, foreign 
currency loans, international 
debt collection and swift 
communication to many 
parts of the world. 


This communications ser¬ 
vice is particularly import¬ 
ant for multinationals, in¬ 
cluding the Scottish-based 
multinationals. If they do 
business with an American 
bank which has branches 
or representative offices 
throughout the world they 
can contact overseas subsidi¬ 
aries or associates quickly 
through the bank's inter¬ 
national network. 

Mr James Pierpoint, man¬ 
ager of First National Bank 
of Chicago in Edinburgh, is 
greatly, delighted with the 
response he has got since his 
bank came, there in 1974. 
“ Our business ratio is now 
90 per cent Scottish and 30 
per cent American**, he told 
me. “I would like to get 
some more American busi¬ 
ness to make it 80-20.” First 
National is now considering 
opening up in Glasgow, too. 

Although they did not 
come primarily because of 
North Sea oil, all the Ameri¬ 
can banks are providing 
money for the exploration 
consortia and support com¬ 
panies. In this they collabor¬ 


ate with the Scottish and 
English clearing banks and 
merchant banks in London 
and Edinburgh. The needs of 
North Sea oil are so vast 
that no one financial centre 
could meet them alone. 

Credit Lyonnais decided to 
start business in Scotland at 
the end of 1960 because Brit¬ 
ain seemed then about to 
enter the EEC and because 
Scotiand had an individual 
character. As things ulti¬ 
mately turned our their 
thinking proved to have been 
right. Britain did join the 
EEC and the discovery of oil 
made Scotland a still more 
exciting prospect. like the 
American banks. Credit 
Lyonnais can offer inter¬ 
national links through 4,000 
branches. It can be a parti¬ 
cularly valuable source of in¬ 
formation about European 
investments. 

The . most recent arrivals 
are Union Discount Company 
of London and National 
Westminster and Barclays. 
Union Discount, whose 
modest Edinburgh office ii 
linked to all the major finan¬ 
cial centres in the world, has 


greatly strengthened the 
developing money market in 
Edinburgh which has grown 
up in recent years largely 
to serve local authorities. 
Clearing is still through Lon¬ 
don. 

National Westminster and 
Barclays share one reason 
with the Americans in 
coming north. They both 
have a fair number of cor¬ 
porate customers in Scotland 
whom they want to _ look 
after. National ■Westminster 
has opened a ■full-scale 
branch which is exceeding 
expectations in both cor¬ 
porate and private business. 
“People are coming in off 
die street to open accounts^, 
one of the executives said 
the ocher day. Its merchant 
banking subsidiary. County 
Bank, has now also opened 
in Edinburgh. So far 
Barclays is contenting itself 
with a representative office. 

The. movement is not all 
into - Edinburgh. Noble 
Grossart was employed by 
the Kuwait Government to 
act for it in its successful 
£107m bid for St Martins 
Property Corporation. 

The notable absentee in 
the Edinburgh ' financial 
scene is, of course, a stock 
exchange. There used to be 
an independent one in a the 
city but it was merged into 
the Scottish Stock Exchange, 
whose main floor was in 
Glasgow, and then into the 
United Stock Exchange 
which covers the whole of 
Britain. A sad part of this 
story was what happened to 
the building. A few years 
ago the old building was 
demolished to make way for 
a new exchange with a 
magnificent dealing hall. 

By the time it was com¬ 
pleted the stock exchanges 
had merged and it was not 
required. The Bank of 
America agreed to take over 
the building but it was then 
found to be unsafe and the 
bank bad to go elsewhere. 
By that time, too, the builder 
had gone bankrupt Now 
another new building is 
rising ou the site. 

Although there is no local 
stock exchange a future 
Scottish Government will 
hare at its service a very 
modern outward-looking 
financial structure. Indeed, 
a self-governing Scotiand 
could well develop along the 
lines of Switzerland with an 
economy based on agricul¬ 
ture, engineering, industry, 
tourism and financial ser¬ 
vices. Numbered bank 
accounts? Yes, we may see 
that as well. _

Scottish Indus¬ 
trial Finance is the Scottish 
corporate finance- arm of 
the Industrial ■ & ■ Commer¬ 
cial Finance Corporation. It 
has offices in Edinburgh, 
.Glasgow- and Aberdeen and 
acts as financial adviser to a 
number of Scottish listed 
companies. It has handled 


the greater portion of all 
conventioiial new issues' in 
Scotland since 1964, and 
was responsible for new 
issues such as Watson Sc 
Philip, - A. G. Barr, ' Reo 
Stakis and ?. J. C. LDJey. 

A number of other English 
banks have also opened 
branch offices in Scotland. 
Among these Is. Henry Ans- 
bacher, a member- of the 
Fraser .• Ansbachet group. 
Since 1974 the Edinburgh 
branch has - been particu¬ 
larly active in. banking, but 
corporate finance business 
has tended .to be quiet, 
although future prospects 
indicate a change of empha¬ 
sis. 

By -all- appearances Scot¬ 
land has proved and is con¬ 
tinuing ' to . be a fertile 
ground for merchant bank¬ 
ing activities. None the less, 
the competition has grown, 
and in future the big prizes 
may not be so easily won. 
Scotland’s _ merchant banks 
are'maturing and there are 
plenty of opportunities for

Scottish institutions, sitting 
as they do on the doorstep 
of North Sea oil and gas 
developments, have taken a 
close interest in providing 
finance and so claim a fair 
proportion of the eventual 
yield. 

Scottish banks and other 
institutions contributed in 
proportion to their 
resources to the consortia! 
finance of Bp's Forties 
Field, the first main field to 
come on stream. It was, in¬ 
cidentally, a method of 
financing (off-balance 

sheet) which is not likely to 
be repeated and. is beisg 
replaced by equity or loan 
financing. There have been 
several examples of these 
recently. 

The Bank of Scotland has 
a 35 per cent stake in the 
International Energy Bank 
which, after arranging a 
5250m loan for the Piper 
Field just over a year ago 
for Occidental and the 
Thomson group, has fol¬ 
lowed if with a 5280m loan 
for the same two groups for 
the Claymore Field near by. 
Both fields are south-eastof 
the island of Orkney. The 
other two Scottish clearing 
banks, the Royal Bank of 
Scotland and the Clydesdale 
Bank, are more involved m 
the financing of _ onshore 
facilities and supplies ■ the 
latter in particular « 
arranging finance for all the 
platform building yards. 

The total coamuneid to 
North Sea oH financing by 
the three Scottish banks 
alone is estimated at more 
than £250m, 

Two investment com¬ 
panies supported to a con¬ 
siderable extent by Scottish 
institutions (General 

Accident, the HCt _ pension 
schema, James Finlay & 
Company as well as several 
investment trusts! are Lon¬ 
don and Scottish Marine 03 
fLSMO) and Scottish Cana¬ 
dian Oil (SCOT). 

The rvro companies, 
already under common 


management and about. to 
merge, jointly have a 9 . per 
cent interest in the mant 
Ninian field, off ‘ Shetland, 
as part of the Ranger 
Group. They have already 
raised £ 22 .5m in equity and 
have embarked on a stock- 
and-equky offer (which 
should allow subscribers to 
benefit directly from TveE- 
head profits) totalling £76m, 
one of the most ambitious 
and original schemes under¬ 
taken so far/ 

Smaller but still signif¬ 
icant financing operations 
have been undertaken by 
Piet Petroleum, a. company 
managed by the merchant 
bankers Noble Grossart 
which has a share capital of 
£4.5m subscribed bv 29 Scot¬ 
tish institutions. Piet has a 
15 per cent stake in a con¬ 
sortium led by Monsanto 
and Demin ex, the German 
exploration company, which 

recently struck oil in lb/^i 
block, 100 miles north-east 
of Aberdeen. 

On the onshore financing 
side. North ?ea Aa»B 
(NSA) founded in 1971 and 
managed by Noble Grossart 
(the investment strategy is 
in the hands of frnocy and 
Sime) has committed £21m 
to exploration support and 
was in the happy position of 
declaring an after-tax profit 
of £2.S4m for the year 
ended September 30, 1975, 
with reserves exceeding £3m. 

NSA’s large angle invest¬ 
ment is the more, than £4m 
committed in the form of 
equity and loans (with a 
further £ 6 m guaranteed) to 
the Vfldn>g group of com¬ 
panies which operate the 
Viking Flper pipelaying 
barge. The barge is well, on 


and the group is. bidding for' 
the next contract. The' pno^ 
fit figures, expected to 
appear in the 1976 accounts, 
will certainly : be o£ interest 
as Viking. Piper is the. first 
of a new generation of pipe- 
laying barges.

The fully sub¬ 
scribed issue is for £L25m 
which -may be doubled if 
the first investment tranche 
proves successful. 

The total funds raised or 
committed, by Scottish finan¬ 
cial institutions in support of 
North Sea oil and gas opera¬ 
tions must be approaching 
£450m." • ■ 

It is almost impossible to 
arrive at an exact figure, 
partly because some of the 
sums committed ace never 
spent, but also because the 
origins of equity and loan- 
finance are often difficult 
to determine or disentangle. 

However, the range and 
variety of Scottish participa¬ 
tion in. funding North Sea 
oO and gas development-in¬ 
dicate a degree of alertness 
well above the resources of 
Scottish- institutions. 

The three Scottish clear¬ 
ing banks together own 
assets less than 10 per cent 
of those of the London big 
four.

The disease 
of seeing ‘Reds under 
the bed’ 


The Government’s long-awaited 
White Paper on public expendi¬ 
ture over die rest of tins decade 
is profoundly shocking. What it 
shows is, in a nutshell, that 
despite all that has been 
learnt, said and done over the 
past year, the Government now 
plans to spend more in each of 
the next four years than it did 
a year ago (see the tablet and 
that the burden of taxation is 
going to rise over chat period. 

Newspaper headlines and the 
Government's own presenration 
of the White Paper may give 
the impression that savage cuts 
in expenditure have been made 
and that the long rise in public 
spending is ar last to be halted. 
It is of the utmost importance 
that there should be -the widest 
possible understanding that 
nothing of the kind is true. 

The Cabinet has indeed 
approved cats in planned expen¬ 
diture in the “focus year” 
(1978-79)- of £3,000m, as was 
reported in die press daring the 
autumn. There need.be no doubt 
that ministers have been 
through one.of the mow search¬ 
ing and painful reexaminations 
of cherished commitments that 
any government has ever under¬ 
taken in peacetime. 

A rota] of £190m is to be cut 
from a defence budget that 
can ill afford any further- com¬ 
pression ; £620m is to be cut 
from education spending,..much 
more than would be justified 
merely by lower estimates of 
school population; £500m has 
been cut from the road and 
transport programme, which 
will involve a reduction in road¬ 
building and maintenance to 
less than three-quarters of the 
level planned a year ago for 
1978-79. 

Health and personal social 
services, always the Cinderella 
of public spending priorities, 
are to be cut by £150m. Food 
subsidies are to be run down 
faster than planned, producing 
savings of £290m compared with 
what was planned a year ago. 
Housing subsidies are cut by 
£310m; and “ other environ¬ 
mental services ” are cut by 
£220m. 

AU this is explained, with 
much wringing of ministerial 
hands and consciences, by re¬ 
peated references to “the pre¬ 
sent economic situation ”. Yet 
not a penny, has been saved in 
aggregate. Indeed when one 
comes to the bottom line it 
appears that expenditure. now 
planned for 1978-79 is 1.7 per 
cent—or nearly £900m—higher 


than in last year’s White Paper. 

This has nothing to do with 
inflation over the past year. 
Ihe effects of tbar are already 
excluded from the White Paper 
figures by the process of “re¬ 
valuation " whereby all the 
figures are adjusted from last 
year’s price assumptions. All 
the comparisons and cuts are 
expressed in terms of the prices 
assumed for the present White 
Paper. 

The reason for the increase' 
in planned spending is simple 
and real, namely interest on the 
national debt. Because of the 
huge rise in borrowing during. 
the present financial year, com¬ 
bined with the Government’s 
assumption that there will be 
less inflation over the next, four 
years to erode the real cost of 
servicing that debt, the provi¬ 
sion for debt interest in 1978-79 
has been increased by £3,300m, 
tnus more than - cancelling out 
all the painful savings. 

Together with increases of 
nearly £5Q0m in planned spend¬ 
ing on. trade, industry and 
employment and of 'nearly 
£I 00 m on social security and 
■"other" public services, this 
leads to the marked increase in 
total spending now planned for 
the “focus year”. One wonders 
how ministers will feel when 
they realize that all their 
labours of the summer, -aut umn 
and winter have merely led to 
a gigantic redistribution of 
priorities in favour of the 
rentier owners of gilt-edged 
securities. . . 

Debt interest, which in the 
first three years of the present 
decade cost significantly less 
than individual programmes 
like defence, education mid 
health, mil by the end of the 
decade' cost between 25 per 
cent and 50 per cent more than 
each o-f these programmes. 

There are, it will be said, 
extenuating circumstances. A 
much higher proportion of debt 
interest payments comes back ' 
to * the Exchequer in tax 
receipts than with other forms 
of expenditure. A higher pro¬ 
portion is saved and therefore 
reduces the-need for taxation to 
curb personal spending. The 
inflation rate may accelerate 
again and erode the real cost 
of -servicing this ■ debt. Or 
inflation may subside, in wbich 
case it might be possible to re¬ 
finance some of -the- -debt on 
much cheaper terms as interest 
rates fall. 

None of these arguments can 
remove the central fact that the 
Cabinet has had to struggle

their political tolerances to the 
absolute Unlit, io order not, as 
they thought, to make room for 
more investment, exports and 
personal incentives through 
lower taxes, but to service the 
debt which the huge deficits 
built up. since 1970 by Mr 
Barber and Mr Healey have 
caused. 

Another ., deficit of up to 
£12,000oris expected in 1976-77. 
This is allowed for in the deb£ 
interest figures for future 
years; but the present White 
Paper has to admit that one of 
the two main causes of the 
present huge increase in debt 
interest provision is “the cur¬ 
rent scale of the borrowing 
requirement which was insuf- 
ficientiv anticipated when the 
last White Paper was being 
preparedIt could happen 
again. 

This opens the appalling pros¬ 
pect of the Cabinet having 
progressively, year after year, 
to cut back on direct spending 
programmes' in order to accom¬ 
modate the exploding cost of 
servicing debt. • The political 
consequences of a world in 
which people pay taxes princi¬ 
pally in order to meet the cost 
of interest on the national debt*- 
while the standard and quality 
ot-puhlic services and national 
defence are eroded further and 
further, defy imagination. 

. This indeed is the classic pro¬ 
file of national -bankruptcy. It 
is the slippery slope which leads 


ineluctably to repudiation of 
debt and political collapse. 

But, it will be said, surety 
' tiie growth of public spending 
has at last been arrested, since 
so substantial further rise is 
planned beyond this year. Not, 
alas, so. This is as optical mo¬ 
rion generated by the perennial 
habit of governments in the 
annual White Papers of mas¬ 
sively increasing the planned 
expenditure for the first year 
of the four so that the rise 
from that year on appears 
modest. 

As will be seen from the first 
note to the table the medium- 
term growth of public spending 
proclaimed in each successive 
White Paper has been quite low 
and getting lower each year—' 
from 3 per cent in Mr Roy 
Jenkins’s White Paper of Dec¬ 
ember, 1969, to virtually nil in 
die present White Paper. Yet, 
as can be seen from, studying 
the progression of the figures 
picked out in heavy type, the 
successive rises in the “first 
year? figure for each White 
Paper have, with only two ex¬ 
ceptions. been much more 
rapid: —1 per cent in Barber 
I; 4-2 per cent in Barber II; 
8.7 per cent in Barber in; 0B 
per. cant in Barber IV (exclud¬ 
ing cuts announced on Decem¬ 
ber 17, .1973) ;.7-3 per cent in 
Healey I; and 6.1 per cent in 
Healey IL • • • 

Thus, over the seven years 
from 1969-70 public spending 
will have risen by one third. 


including a rise of a fifth be¬ 
tween 1972-73 and 1973-76 alone. 
While the proclaimed planning 
assumptions during that period 
implied . an increase of little 
more than one fifth over seven 
years. This is not the place to 
rehearse, the curre nt argument 
between the Treasury and the 
Expenditure - Committee - (and 
others) over how far this 
record should be interpreted as 
a failure of the techniques of 
expenditure control rather than 
simply as a by-product of the 
history and politics of the 
periods (as the Treasury be¬ 
lieves). 

The important point here is 
that the progression of the 
figures in heavy type is a more 
reliable guide to the eventual 
course of public, spending 
(though even they tend to be 
understated) than the growth 
rates proclaimed by govern¬ 
ments for the second, tilled and 
fourth years of the planning 
period. And, even if one sup¬ 
poses that spending plans for 
the later years will not be 
changed by future White 
Papers and chat actual spend¬ 
ing' will be held: to the.present 
limits, die prospect is still for 
higher levels in those' years 
than previously planned, or 
implied. 

. The full Seriousness of tin’s 
prospect is brought our by the 
Treasury’s economic analysis, 
in the White Paper, of the pro¬ 
spective use of economic

Christian voices in the Soviet wilderness 


“We are Christians”, said a 
girl’s voice in the dark; “my 
friends love our God, and we 
want to live for Him, but it is 
difficult in our country to serve 
God. Many of our believers are 
in prison now, but we see that 
in prison there are many people 
who meet God." There was a 
pause, and another, older, 
woman’s voice took up the 
theme. “Dear Christians of 
England”, she said, “we want 
to thank you for your concern 
for those who are being perse¬ 
cuted for confessing Jesus 
Christ and for their faithful¬ 
ness to the Gospel. 'The fer¬ 
vent prayer of a righteous man 
avaiieth much/ . . . When I 
boarded the plane in June to 
make the twelve-hour flight to 
see my son, I did it in the 
assurance that the prayers of all 
God’s children would give me 
strength to endure. . . . And 
so it was." 

I ran the tape back to the 
beginning, ana played it 
through again: “.. . it is diffi¬ 
cult in our country to serve 
God . . . thank you for your 
concern for those who are being 
persecuted. . ." 1 switched 

the light on and looked at the 
tiny cassette, smuggled, not 
without ride, from the Soviet 
Union, and thought of the two 
women whose voices I had 
heard, and of the man between 
them, father of one, sop of the 
other; three generations of 
Soviet Christians, still breath¬ 
ing on the tiny flame in the 
dreadful darkness of the Soviet 


night. Then I turned to Jcvestia, 
where one Vladimir Alexeevich 
Kuroedev, Chairman of the 
Council for Religious Affairs, 
was pointing out that: 

Indeed, reactionary circles in the 
West have recently intensified 
and-Soviet propaganda and 
attacks on the Soviet way of 
life, making wide use of -every 
kind of fabrication . . . bour¬ 
geois propaganda services have 
also put Into circulation the 
filthy invention that there is no 
freedom - of conscience in the 
USSR. ... 

The man’s name is Georgi 
Yins; ■ he is a Baptist pastor, 
from Kiev. The girl, his 
daughter, is called Natasha'; 
his mother’s name is Lydia. 
VIns is at present in a concen¬ 
tration-camp in Siberia, serving 
a five-year term after a mock- 
trial ; from 1966 to 1969 he had 
served another such term. Both 
sentences were for practising 
his religion. _ Hear Chairman 
Kuroedev again: 

There Ls full reason to call 
Soviet, legislation on religious 
cults legislation on freedom of 
conscience. It guarantees for 
all citizens of the USSR com¬ 
plete freedom to define their 
attitude towards religion; to 
believe or not to bciicve in 
Cod ; to hold or not to bold 
religious views. 

Georgi Vins's father, Peter 
VIns, died in a concentration- 
camp in 1943 ; he was a Baptist 
pastor, too. but ihe son is a 
member of a group who have 
broken away from the Soviet 
Baptist Church, which they be¬ 
lieve is subservient to the Soviet 
State; they are known as tile 
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Reform Baptists, but.their prac¬ 
tice of Christianity is a crime, 
because only churches regis¬ 
tered with the authorities are 
- permitted to function, and the 
authorities refuse to register 
the Reform Baptists. . They 
therefore have to hold their 
services secretly, in private 
houses or in the woods, and 
are subject to continual harass- 
mem, arrest and prosecution. 
Chairman Kuroedev speaks: 

In the USSR no one is com¬ 
pelled to be a believer or an 
atheist, to perform religious 
rites or not to perform them. 
All this is a matter for the con¬ 
science of every citizen, a matter 
for his convictions, his indis¬ 
putable right. 

From the time the Reform 
Baptists schismatized, they have 
repeatedly petitioned the 
Soviet authorities for • per¬ 
mission to hold a congress, and 
have been as repeatedly 
refused. Says Kuroedev: 
Religious associations may hold 
all-union or local congresses 
and conventions tb resolve 
internal church questions . . - 
and so on. . . . Soviet legis¬ 
lation, guaranteeing the exist¬ 
ence of freedom of conscience, 
continues to develop and perfect 
itself. . . . 

In May, 1966, the Reform 
Baptists staged a demonstration 
in Moscow in support of their 
request to be allowed to prac¬ 
tise their religion. Vins, and a 
fellow-pastor. Gennadi Kryuch¬ 
kov, were arrested and sen¬ 
tenced. In the concentration- 
camp Vins developed an infec¬ 
tion which led to heart disease. 


If the Government wants people 
to stop smoking, wear- seat- 
belts, or use pelican crossings, 
they should take a lesson from 
the people who sell condoms in 
Sri Lanka. There could be more 
planned families in Colombo 
than there are _ non-smoking 
seat-belt wearers in London. 

That, at least, is the view of 
a group of lecturers at the Col¬ 
lege for the Distributive Trades 
in Leicester Square, London, 
who have established a new 
academic discipline known -as - 
soda! marketing. .Briefly, it 
means the application of busi¬ 
ness marketing methods, of the 
kind that would be used to sell 
instant, coffee or soap powder, 
to social campaigns—be they 
anti-smoking drives, anti-Con¬ 
corde fights, or efforts -to help 
die elderly. 

In an attempt'to spread the 
gospel, the college held its first 
seminar on the subject, yester¬ 
day, attracting a disappointingly 
thin turnout, .with a handful of 
advertising .and marketing 
people, and a bare half-dozen 
representatives from bodies that 
might be expected to use the 
techniques. The International 
Planned Parenthood Federa¬ 
tion’s campaign in Sri Lanka 
was held up as the shining 
model, and the audience was 
treated to a slide show of small¬ 
town Sri Lanka grocers smiling 
broadly behind counters stacked 
with condoms. 

Norman Marcus, who organ¬ 
izes the course, said that at -a 
time when business was being 
criticized for being too success¬ 
ful in selling people tbiugs they 
did not want, efforts to solve 
the country’s many social prob¬ 
lems were on the whole in¬ 
effective. He said that Britain 
has 3,000 current social prob¬ 
lems—a figure he got from a

His Bible was taken 
from him. Once more, Kuroe- 
dev: 

Soviet -legislation has estab¬ 
lished special legal norms, .de¬ 
fending believers, religious 
associations and ministers of 
. the cults from infringement of 
their legal rights. 

After Vins’s release from the 
concentration-camp, persecution, 
of Reform Baptists intensified. 
He went into hiding, and for 
three years lived “on the run ”. 
His mother was arrested and 
sent to a concentration-camp; 
his wife, Nadezhda, though she 
is a qualified linguist with a 
degree, could get no work other 
than as an icecream seller; his 
daughter was terrorized at 
school. 

In March. 1974, Georgi Vins 
was arrested again, and a show- 
trial was prepared. In Septem¬ 
ber Academician Sakharov 
appealed to the Christian 
churches of the West to protest 
on Vins’s behalf; be revealed 
that at that time Vins bad been 
on hunger-strike for four 
months. The World Council of 
Churches.took up the case, ask¬ 
ing that they be allowed to send 
an observer to the trial, and 
that Vins should have defence 
counsel of his choice. All such 
requests and protests were 
ignored, and Vins, after a 
travesty of a trial, was sen¬ 
tenced to five years in a cou- 
cemration-camp : when the sen¬ 
tence was read out to him and 


he was asked if he understood 
it, he repKed: “ Yes. Glory to 
Jesus Christ.” Says Chairman 
Kuroedev: 

in general, in oiir. country 
everything ls done to guarantee 
freedom of conscience, and we 
have every right to affirm that 
our legislation on religions cults 
■ Is the most, humane and demo¬ 
cratic in the world. 

• la his first period of im¬ 
prisonment in a concentration- 
camp, Vins managed to keep a 
diary, and when he was released 
smuggled it out with him. There 
is very little in - it about his 
sufferings, but much about his 
faith: • 

-1 love you, my earthly home¬ 
land. my Russia. .... Your 
grim history, so fall of suffer¬ 
ing, is' dose to my heart. - But 
I rejoice: Christ loves yon I 
He died for you also, for your 
people, my Russia. . . . Many 
bare-tried-to bide from you the 
life-giving light of Cbrisrs love, 
or to distort beyond recogni¬ 
tion the truth of the Gospel. . . .

little is known about Vins’s 
present condition; it is not 
even certain that he is still 
alive. But if he is (and I am 
tempted to add, after reading 
his book, even if he isn’t) his 
faith certainly survives. Back 
to Kuroedev: _

for the faith ’’—-Georgi vins. His

little advertising, but there was 
word-of-mouth contact, effective 
lobbying, and considerable peer 
group activity.” 

Michael Barnes, from the J, 
Walter Thompson advertising 
agency, admitted that social 
marketing could have Orwellian 
implications, especially if 
governments tried to market an 
idea for which there was no 
obvious consensus. The “ Save 
It” energy campaign was all 
right, as everybody agreed 
there was an energy crisis; but 


the £6 pay limit, which was a 
land of social marketing, had 
no Act of Parliament behind it, 
and no obvious consensus. He 
choagfac governments should not 
be allowed _ to spend public 
money creating a cons ens us. 

Marcus and Alartyu Davis, 
head of the college’s advertising 
and marketing, department, 
agreed that the logical exten¬ 
sion of social marketing to sell 
an idea was strikes, violence 

or even civil war. Fortunatelv 
none of these is on the college 
syllabus.

We now know from Wednes¬ 
day’s GDP figures for the:fourth 
quarter of 1975 that GDP fell 
by 1.6 per cent last year. So 
we can reexpress those assump¬ 
tions as annual rates of growth 
from 1975 of 35 per cent, 45 
per cent and- 55 per cent res¬ 
pectively. 

This enables us to forget the 
last two cases, since growth 
rates of around 5 per cent^ even 
starting from the depths of re¬ 
cession reached in 1975, would 
be inconsistent with _ any 
serious attempt to restrain in¬ 
flation. The first case would 
yield, from 1974, an extra 
E'UZOOtn per year (measured at 
1970 prices) of national re¬ 
sources. Of those the Treasury 
es tim ate that improving the 
balance ot payments will 
absorb £500m and productive 
investment will take another 
£400m- 

Of die remaining £300tn, the 
public sector will directiy con¬ 
sume £130m, but will actually 
reduce its requirements for 
public investment by £70xn. 
Thus £240m will be left for 
personal consumption. Of this 
the Government plans to take 
£130xn to redistribute by way 
of cash benefits, grants and 
loans back to the private sector. 
Thus a mere £110m (or about 
92 per cent of gross-domestic 
produce) will be left for pri¬ 
vately financed private con¬ 
sumption. 

Since pre-tax earnings in real 
terms wiH be rising broadly ;in 
Kne with national output, the 
burden of taxation will have 
to increase sufficiently to 
eliminate virtually the whole of 
that increase in earnings. - This 
is the price of the Government’s 
spending plans and iu particu¬ 
lar of the deficit financing of 
the past few years, of the 
present year and of next year 
by means of which the Govern¬ 
ment has sought to cushion the 
effects of tiie world recession. 

As a result we have forfeited 
any real diaiice of ever reignit¬ 
ing the- process of creating new 
national wealth, except tempor- 
. arily by a reckless reflation, 
that would lead straight to 
hyper-inflation and—because of 
the now intolerable cost to the 
'tax payer of deficit finance— 
to national bankruptcy. ‘

We are often told by poli- 
dtiass and writers that Marx¬ 
ism is out of date or dead, yet 
at the same time they, say th« 
the Marxists are trying, with 
some success, to undermine pur 
democratic wiy of life. It has 
even been known for this con¬ 
tradictory argument to be used 
by the same person in the same 
article or speech. 

Some political commentators 
of late have been infected by 
the “ Reds under the bed “ bug. 

I have long beEeved that ex¬ 
treme anti-communism could 
He regarded as a type of disease 
which slowly eats away at a 
person's sanity. If you doubt 
this, I would remind you of 
what happened in the not too 
/ffg ynnf past in the United 
States, when for example James 
Forrestal committed suicide m 
fear of the “ Reds ”, while 
others became enmeshed in 
adminis tering the McCarthyite 
witch-hunt. 

Fortunately for us in Britain, 
even at the height of the 
" Reds under the bed ” mafaise 
in the United States, most of 
our public figures were either 
immune or only partially 
affected, and despite Mrs 
Thatcher’s recent cold-war 
speech, I am pleased to say 
the same «« be said of today. 

However, there, are voices, 
increasingly being beard, 
•urging the nation to beware of 
the “Marxists” and referring 
to the left in the widest pos¬ 
sible way as IF ft were subver¬ 
sive. Their argument runs that 
“ Marxists ” are highly dan¬ 
gerous people seeking to 
destroy our democracy and 
those who argue against this 
theme, or even suggest caution, 
are either fools or knaves, if 
not actual Soviet agents. 

It is a simplistic attitude and 
one which, if allowed to go un¬ 
challenged, could - lead our 
country into a dangerous situa- ' 
tion. 

Let os examine the concept 
that Marxism is dangerous and 
leads to the destruction of 
democracy. The assumption in 
this (reiterated in Ronald Butt’s 
article) is that democracy is 
synonymous with private enter¬ 
prise, but- this is not borne out 
by the facts. For example, Chile 
today is groaning under a 
severe military dictatorship, 
with torture and repression 
continuing, as shown by a 
recent United Nations report 
That country takes its econo¬ 
mic ideas from tbe. Milton. 
Friedman, Chicago School of 
Economists. It is, therefore, a 
bastion of free enterprise, 
while at the same time being 
a. military, dictatorship. Italy, 
under Mussolini, did not des¬ 
troy the free enterprise system, 
it integrated it into, the cor¬ 
porate state with the enthusias¬ 
tic support of big business 
interests. It was the trade 
unions who were destroyed, 
not the organizations of the 
businessmen. The same can be 
said - for Germany under the 
Nazis. It is important to note 
that whenever right wing dicta¬ 
torships have taken over, 
especially in the advanced • or 
semi ■ advanced capitalist 
countries, they have always' 
done so in order to stop the 
.country falling into the.hands 
of the “ Marxists 

The use of the blanket term 
“ Marxist ” is like using the 
term Christian. While all 
“ Marxistssay they adhere to 
the Ideas of Marx, they no more 
do that than those who call 
themselves “ Christian ” adhere 
to the concepts of Christ.

Scrutinizing company business by the 
formation of an audit committee 


From Mr B. W. Flint 
Sir, Whether or not the City’s 
view of the. relationship bo- 
tween non-executive directors 
and independent auditors has 
Hayed the same since the 
Royal Mcsl case in 1931 (as 
suggested by Mr Richard 
Lamb, February 12} is best 
commented on by others who 
are closer l0 the City than T. 
However, it would seem that 
prudence would require any 
vndirJdu.tl relying on another 
for assistance in d’schcrgip; 
his_ Jctal obligations end in 
maintaining his business repu¬ 
tation to tal:o stens to assure 
himself that his reliance is jus¬ 
tified. One such step open to 
non-csecictive directors "is the 
formation of an audit commit¬ 
tee. 

An audit committee should 
ne formally constituted as a 
standing committee of the 
hoard oF directors and be com¬ 
posed of three to five non¬ 
executive directors. Its consti¬ 
tution should enable it to call 
before it the independent audi¬ 
tors. member*; of the com¬ 
pany’s internal audit team, all 
executive directors, and appro¬ 
priate ether officers and 
employees of the comnanv. 
Appropriate employees of tlio 
company should he aware of 
the committee's eidstence and 
tJiould have direct access to it 


to explain any matters of con¬ 
cern to them. 

The committee should be in¬ 
volved in the selection of audi¬ 
tors and in the discussions fix¬ 
ing their fees. At the begin¬ 
ning of each annual audit it 
should require the auditor to 
explain the proposed scope of 
his audit, the extent to which 
he will be reljing on other 
firms who have been engaged 
to audit subsidiaries, the 
extent of his cooperation with 
the internal auditors and the 
matters which he expects to be 
his main concerns during the 
audit. Tn addition to making 
suggestions tn both independ¬ 
ent and internal auditors, the 
committee should be empow¬ 
ered to require both to extend 
the scope of their work where 
this seems to the committee to 
be desirable. 

Throughout the audit, the 
committee should receive 
copies of all correspondence 
between the company and the 
auditors, mcludme the audi¬ 
tors’ recommendation for im¬ 
provements in the company's 
procedures, and tbe company’s 
responses. The committee 
should also receive copies or 
summaries of all reports of the 
interna] nnditors and should 
request additional explanations 
of any matters as necessary, so 
as to satisfy itself of tbe exis¬ 
tence of effective accounting 
and control systems. 


Some home truths for a 
jobless graduate

He took the 
point when I suggested that no- 
one could manage such an out¬ 
fit efficiently who had not him¬ 
self considerable experience of 
lorry-driving. 

(5) For her three years in 
Cambridge Miss Sargent was 
supported by the marginal pro¬ 
ductivity of a couple of miners 
on a coal face: would they fecL, 
reading her letter, that they 
had got value for money? 

(G) Having worked on the 
shop floor myself I can assure 
Miss Sargent that many impor¬ 
tant economic truths can be 
learned there which are oot 
taught in Cambridge.

No final date has been fixed 
for transfer of the Rolls shares 
to the NEB portfolio, bat it 
seems likely It will be next 
montb. 

Tbe main stumbling block to 
the transfer—a dispute between 
Lord Ryder, NEB chairman, and 
Sir Kenneth Keith, chairman of 
Rolls, over the relationship be¬ 
tween the board and tbe com¬ 
pany—now appears to be near¬ 
ing a resolution. 

The White Paper allocates 
£22om a year in each of the 
four years 1976-77 to 1979-80 
ro the NEB, with £S0m for 
1975-76. 

The total of £ 9 50m represents 


the £l,QO0m provided .for the 
board under the Industry Act,

Original spending plans 
to be pared by £573m

Nationalized industry spend¬ 
ing programmes are ro be cur 
back under government plans 
for the next four years 
announced yesterday. Spending 
in the public sector overall, 
however, will continue to rise 
in the period to March next 
year. 

But in the following two 
years investment by state 
bodies will be pared back 
£573n over the levels planned 
a year ago. 

In the financial year which 
ends next month, public sector 
spending is estimated ro reach 
£3,358.2m—£503.4m more than 
was estimated last year. And in 
the following year, aittiongli 
there will be considerable 
decline in the overall spending 
levels—£3,049.9m—this is still 
£77.4m above last year's fore¬ 
casts. 

The main feature of the 
latest estimates is the stabiliza- 


of coal—and an accelerated rate- 
of spending for tbe state steel 
sector under its 10-year develop¬

in the year now endiug the 
higher spending estimates 
reflect both the inclusion for

SCOTTISH HYDRO 

Up to £70m 
for losses on 
cheap power 

Provision of up to £70ra is 
to be made to cover the losses 
incurred by the North of Scot¬ 
land Hydro - Electric Board 
under its eight-year-old contract 
to supply cheap power to the 
British Aluminium smelter at 
Invergordon, in tbe Highlands.

CEGB audit system 
aims to tighten up 
power station costs 


By Kenneth Owen 
Technology Correspondent 

In a drastic tightening of its 
procedures for designing, and 
building power stations, in 
particular the next generation 
of nuclear stations, the Central 
Electricity Generating Board 
has completed detailed “aud¬ 
its " of the performance of 
about 500 suoplier-compames. 

These audits cover the com¬ 
panies’ quality assurance and 
programme management, from 

manufacturing through to on¬ 
site work. Later this year, Mr 
Robert Feddie, CEGB member 
said last night, certificates of 

compliance will be issued to 
“ those firms who have met 
our exacting requirements **. 

Speaking in London before 
the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers. Mr Peddie said that 
this would help later when the 
CEGB came to select contract¬ 
ors to tender for individual 
plant items. At that stage a 
further audit will be imposed; 
this will examine each com¬ 
pany’s management of the com¬ 
plete design process “ right 
through to the shops”. 

The company audits are part 
of a comprehensive new man¬ 
agement approach by the CEGB 
.in a bid to avoid a repetition of 
the dismal history of broken 
timescales and budgets in power 
station construction. 

“ All the changes we are 
making in oar management 
strategy ”, Mr Peddie said, “ are 
designed to relieve pressure at 
the high-cost construction end 


of the project by i no-easing 
manag ement forethought anu 
pressure at the low-cost design 
end ... we are putting into 

} jracrice the lessons we have 
earnt by hard experience". 

In the past, advanced but un- 
proven design concepts had led 
to labour problems on site. 
Labour productivity on large 
construction projects in Britain 
appeared to be “ considerably 
below that achieved on projects 
in countries who are our major 


trading competitors”. 

In the CEGB’s experience, Mr 
Feddie said, only between 30 
and 40 per cent of available- 
manhours were being effectively 
utilized in mechanical erection 
activity. 

“ The number of contractors 
allowed on site needs to be 
carefully assessed” Mr Peddie 
said, “in order to reduce the 
opportunity for labour conflict 
between contractors and to im¬ 
prove the speed of management 
response to problem situa¬ 
tions ”. 

A much more exhaustive pro¬ 
cedure for planning, checking 
and monitoring power station 
projects has been introduced by 
the board. Experience on the 
advanced gas-cooled reactor 
.(AGR) programme has shown 
that, in risk areas, for every 
£10,000 not spent at the appro¬ 
priate time at the beginning of 
the project, costs of about £lm 
can be incurred later in revi¬ 
sions to design, manufacture 
and associated activities.

Leyland joins Europe pool 
for market research

British' LeyhmcFs new manage¬ 
ment team has reversed a deci¬ 
sion of the previous board, and 
joined with five of its big 
European competitors to pool 
market research i nfo r mati on. 

Citroen, Peugeot, Renault, 
Volkswagen and Fiat have 
operated - the scheme with 
marked success for some time 
and invited Leyland to join two 
years ago. The approach was 
rejected on two counts — cost 
and reluctance to provide confi¬ 
dential United Kingdom market¬ 
ing data. 

Yesterday Mr Bert Lawrence, 
the director in charge of British 
Leyland Intern ariofl si’s Euro¬ 
pean division, said: “If we are 
to meet the huge targets set by 
the National Enterprise Board 
—to sell 350,000 cars a year in 
Europe—we have to act Eke 
Europeans "and that means 
being on the inside of such 
cooperative schemes.” . 

He 9aid die availability of 
new funds was “ revolutioniz¬ 
ing n BL’s European strategy. 
From spending £23,000 a year 
on market research his division 
was now prepa ri ng to spend 
£L5m over the next three years. 

"Mr Lawrence said that in 
addition he had told the heads 


of all BL sales companies in 
Europe to recruit top sales, 
specialists from then- competi¬ 
tors. They had also been given 
substantially bigger budgets to 
mount aggressive, sales cam¬ 
paigns and strengthen their, 
dealer networks. 

“ I have told die heads of our 
national companies that the 


time for excuses is past.’ 


Lawrence said. “ This is a' make 
or break situation. For the first 
time they are "being provided 
with the money and the person¬ 
nel they need. If they "now foil 
to meet the sales targets which 
have been set by a^eement 
with them, their "heads will be 
on the block and mine alongside 
them.” 

Mr Lawrence forecast Euro¬ 
pean sales this year of 175,000 
cars compared with 150,000 .last 
yea-. This will still be only mar¬ 
ginally better than BL sales in 
1974 but since then the un¬ 
profitable Spanish and Italian 
plants have been closed. 

He said the Princess 1800/ 
2200, which is just appearing in 
European markets, would be the 
.spearhead of their success. 
Delivery was still a problem, 
but in the past six weeks the 
United Kingdom factories had 
met his orders “ 100 per cent ”. 


Unit trust funds 
accelerate to 
an all-time high 


January proved to be an ex¬ 
cellent month for the unit .trust 
industry, according to statistics 
released yesterday by the Asso- 
cation of Unit Trust Managers. 

Sales in the first month of 
1976 were E36.4m, nearly £14m 
higher than in December, and 
the highest gross sales figure 
since June, 1973. 

Heavy repurchases, however, 
of £173m, against a monthly 
average of £ 10.9m throughout 
1975, meant that net sales of 
£19.03m, although significantly 
up on the previous month’s 
total of £U.lm, were in fact 
lower than the net sales of 
£ 19.5m recorded in January. 
1975. 

The combination 9 f a rising 
market combined -with a rela¬ 
tively strong inflow of new 
funds into the industry does 
mean that unit trust funds 
under management are now at 
an al time high of £2,729m. _ 

The previous best for the in¬ 
dustry was in December, 1972, 
when funds were worth 
£2,647m. Between these two 
dates, the value of funds under 
management slipped to a low 
point of £1310,84m in Decem¬ 
ber, 1974.

Two large oil tankers being 
built in South Korea for the 
Hongkong-based shipping group 

of Mr C. Y. Tung are being 
offered for sale by "auction 
because of-the owner’s refusal 
to take tijem. 

This was disclosed yesterday 
by the Hyundai group which is 
building the two 259 , 000 -ton 

deadweight tankers for the 
Island Navigation Corporation. 

According to Hyundai the 

shipping company originally 
agreed to pay $46.Sm each for 
the tankers and made advance 
payments of $l3-9m for each. 
The ships are scheduled to 
leave the yard in August. 

The South Korean company, 
which was established to con¬ 
struct large oil tankers on a 
series production basis, is offer¬ 
ing the ships for sale by. adver¬ 
tising throughout Europe. 
According to the company it 
has received inquiries from 
prospective purchasers. 

This is the latest illustration 
of the tanker crisis 'with a huge 
oversupply of tonnage now in 
prospect despite heavy cancel¬ 
lations of existing orders. 

Yards are now switching to 
construction of other types of 
vessel and the major Japanese 
shipbuilding group of Ishikawa- 
jima Harixna Heavy Industries 
yesterday disclosed tbat it bad 
secured orders, from Greek 
owners, for a series of 15 22,000- 
tons dwt cargo ships for deli¬ 
very by late 1978. They involve 
a total contract price of .about 
52,000m yen. 

Over 50 milli on tons dwt of 
tanker orders have been can¬ 
celled since August, 1974 and 
attempts are being made by an 
international marine industry 
■ forum to alienate the crisis:

Jess encouraging” than 
British American Tobacco’s 
United States and European 
divisions, in the current year, 
according to Sir Richard Dob¬ 
son, retiring; group chairman 
yesterday. 

Speaking on the publication 
of BAT’S annual report and 
accounts he drew attention to 
the problems of the group’s 
International Stores’ food re¬ 
tailing subsidiary under price 
control and competition. 

Only very efficient stores 
could make adequate profits in 
these circumstances, he said, 
and since efficiency depended 
*n a large extent on the size 
of stores International were 
“ not yet by any means as well 
placed as we could wish”. 

BAT made operating profits 
of £31m (up from £25.3m) from 
its retail division last year. Sir 
Richard said that in respect of 
the overseas retail interests he 
considered the group to be 
now making an adequate return 
on its investment. 

The United States market im¬ 
proved in the closing months of 
last year, and “ Gimbels and 
Saks Fifth Avenue Stores are 
benefiting to a marked degree”. 
The retailing businesses in the 
United States were now pro¬ 
ducing profits handsomely out¬ 
weighing the interest costs in¬ 
curred in financing the 
acquisition of them. 

Paper profits, down from 
£33.6m to £20.7m last year, 
might be restored in the cur¬ 
rent 12 months after the 
end of destocking and a pick 
up in orders. Sir Richard des¬ 
cribed the prospects for cos¬ 
metics as “patchy” Yardley, 
which had grown spectacularly 
in recent years, was finding 
business more difficult now in 
the face of curbs on purchasing 
power. But a “modest” im¬ 
provement over last year’s level 
of £3.9m was expected in die 
current year.

CRA states that shareholders’ 
funds, including CRA’s equity 
in reserves and retained earn¬ 
ings of associate companies, 
have increased from A$484m to 
AS517m, a rise of 9 per cent. 

Vohnax loss cause 
eludes Century Secs 

Inquiries by the directors of 
Century Securities, the Man¬ 
chester-based bolding company, 
the firm’s auditors and its 
bankers, have failed to explain 
why Volmax, its discount stores 
division, made a loss of over 
£200,000 in the 16 months to 
July 31 (against a profit of 
£134,000 for 12 months). Mr 
G- T. Mai non, the newly appoin¬ 
ted group managing director, 
said this at the annual meeting. 

Mr Mainon also reported that 
the five stores—in Manchester, 
Preston, Macclesfield, Coventry 
and Worcester—were being 
closed to stop further losses. 
"Hie fall in profit margins arose 
from smaller sales, bigger over¬ 
heads and higher wages. But 
the joinery section, he forecast, 
would show a considerable im¬ 
provement in the current year, 
though the electrical contract¬ 
ing division was still not profit¬ 
able.

Court of Appeal 

Participation in offences 
of indecency 


Regina v Preece 
Regina v Howells 
Before Lord Justice Scarman, 
Lord Justice Geoffrey Lane and 
Mr Justice Willis 
An offence of Indecency between 
men was not committed unless 
both had participated in the 
I n dec enc y. “ With another man ” 
in section 13 of the Sexual 
Offences Act, 1956, could not be 
construed as turning 11 against ” 
or “ directed towards " a person 
who did not consent, since that 
could lead to that person’s em¬ 
barrassment or injustice to him, 
through being named in the Indict¬ 
ment, although he had not con¬ 
sented to any indecency. 

The Court of Appeal dismissed 
appeals by Keith Preece and Ken¬ 
neth Idris Howells against their 
convictions fast July at Hereford 
Crown Court (Judge Green} for 
offences of gross indecency in a 
public lavatory- The court beld 
that although the judge’s direction 
to the jury was wrong, the evid¬ 
ence was such that had they been 
properly directed they must have 
convicted the appellants. 

Section 13 provides : “ It is an 
offence for a man to co mmi t an 
act of gross indecency with another 
man, whether in public or private, 
or to be a party to the commis¬ 
sion by a man of an act of gross 
indecency with another nan ...” 

Mr John West for the appellant 
Preece; Mr Thomas Come for 
the appellant Howells; Mr Scott 
Baker for the prosecution. 

LORD JUSTICE SCARMAN 
said that two police officers had 
kept observation on public lava¬ 
tories in Hereford, when they 
entered they found the only two 
cubicles engaged. The officers 
saw the appellant Preece mastur¬ 
bating in one and the appellant 
Howell masturbating in the other. 
There was a hole in the wall 
in between. Preece said that be 
had watched Howells through the 
bole and bad hoped Howells 
would watch him. In a written 

statement given as evidence at 

the trial Howells stated that be 
had looked throngh the bole at 
Preece. 

The point of law which troubled 
the judge was one of the con¬ 
struction of section 13. When 
directing the jury the trial judge 
had said that if they were satis¬ 
fied that both appellants were 
acting in concert both were 
gnOty of an offence; If they con¬ 
sidered that one appellant had 
masturbated intending that he 
should-be seen by the other or if 
he directed his masturbation to¬ 
wards the other, that appellant 


would be guilty of an act of gross 
indecency although the other had 
not consented. The first ruling 
was not challenged, but the ques¬ 
tion arose whether the second 
direction was correct. 

.The case law was unclear. The 
trial .judge relied on R v BOX 
([1964] _l QB 273), where Lord 
Parker in the Court of Appeal 
construed " with ” in section 13. 
not as meaning “ with the con¬ 
sent of ”, but as having the 
looser meaning of •* against ” or 

directed towards ", Counsel for 
the appellants sought to show that 
that decision was inconsistent with 
previous authority and should not 
. pc ion owed. There were conflict¬ 
ing decisions in the Court of 
Appeal. 

In R v Hornby and People 
(T194G1 2 All ER 4s7) the Court of 
Appeal held that the jury should 
be ctoected that it must be estab¬ 
lished that the two men were 
acting ui concert. In R c Hunt 
U1950I 2 All ER 291), Lord God¬ 
dard said that the offence in¬ 
volved the willing participation or 
the other man. 

The court considered that the 
offence required the participation 
and cooperation of two men. To 
cons tree section 13 so that the 
offence could be co mmi t***! even 
though the other man did not 
consent could lead to the embar¬ 
rassment of, and injustice to, 
innocent men. For example, if 
two men happened to be dose to 
each other in a public lavatory, 
one masturbated in the presence 
of the other intending him to 
watch bnt the other was disgusted, 
on the consruction of section 13 
Id X v Ball, since the indecency 
was “ directed towards ” the inno¬ 
cent man, die first man would be 
properly charged with gross in¬ 
decency and the innocent man 
would be mimed in the indict¬ 
ment. The embarrassment and 
distress that could cause respect¬ 
able men was such that the court 
would sot so construe section 13 
unless it was ^incapable of any 
other construetion. 

It was not necessary to con¬ 
strue the section in that way. A 
man who committed a public act 
of iodecencv without the partici¬ 
pation of another could be prose¬ 
cuted under other provisions of 
the law. Section 13 should be 
construed so that “ with In¬ 
volved the participation of two 

m The evidence in the present case 
was such that had the jury been 
directed that the wilting partici¬ 
pation of each man was necessary, 
they must have concluded that 
thfere was tacit consent to par¬ 
ticipate in the indecent exhibition. 
The appeals would be dismissed.

Focus on Residential Property on 
the South Coast 


Hopes of higher house prices 
are blowing in the wind 


On a dear day you can see 
as far as die return to a 
seller’s market along the 
south coast That’s the 
opinion of two old salts of 
the residential property mar¬ 
ket as different ends of the 
coast, Mr David Nesbir and 
Mr Nigel Stephens- 

Mr Stephens is the senior 
partner of Whiteheads, 
which has headquarters in 

Chichester and 20 offices 
stretching north as far as 
Horsham and Farnham, east 
to Hove and west to 
Southampton. He’s also a 
member of the estate 
agency committee of rite 
Royal Institution of Char¬ 
tered Surveyors: 

His end of the south coast 
escaped the full force of the 
1973 property prices crash, 
he says, prices remaining 
firmer even than in inner 
commuter areas such as 
those of- Surrey. 

One stabilizer is the num¬ 
ber of Londoners who ahead 
of retirement buy second 
homes in places with good 
communications with the 
capital, among them 
Arundel, Pu] boro ugh. Worth¬ 
ing, Chichester or Hove. 

As these buyers scale 
down their London activities, 
so the second home becomes 
a first home, while for those 
with real money, the exist¬ 
ing or a newer, smaller 
London home takes second 
place. 

Mr Stephens says that the 


only really heavy fall noted 
year was in the £40,010- 
pius bracket, where people 
bad become very choosey as 
they saw their incomes fail¬ 
ing behind increases in run¬ 
ning costs. 

An eight - bedroomed 
modem or period bouse in 
four acres chat might have 
cost £100,000 or more in 
1972-73 -would sriH have 
found buyers around £55,000 
or £60,000 but even this is 
beginning to pick up. 

The further down the 
price scale, the greater is im¬ 
provement in pieces being 
asked and obtained, Mr 
Stephens says. 

On the evidence of the 
last few weeks, he sees new 
or recent semis nr detached 
homes in cheaper areas like 
Bognor Regis reaching 
£13.500 by the end of 1976. 
£1,000 more than now and 
about the same as in the 
1972 heyday. 

He’s less wSQrag to be 
drawn on larger, four-bed- 
roomed bouses where price 
can depend much more on 
die district or the view, but 
some of these are already at 
their former peak and risfig- 

None the less, while he is 
bullish, he does not see any 
return this year to the antics 
of a couple of. years ago. 

Owners, be says, are tins 
year beginning to keep back 
properties from the market, 
under the reasonable assump¬ 
tion that prices have to in¬ 


crease some way yet before were as full J** 


crease some way yet before 
they remotely catch up with 
“replacement value 3 ’, as 
measured by increases in 
building costs and any short¬ 
age of land for new houses 
which some see as a conse¬ 
quence of the Co mmuni ty 
Land Act or Land Develop¬ 
ment Tax. . 

The question is therefore 
to what extent will the 
supply of second homes be 
enough to compensate for 
any setbacks in that of new 
housing. Mr Stephens’s im¬ 
pression seems to be not as 
much as last year. 

Mr David Nesbit is a part¬ 
ner with D. M. Nesbit, who 
have offices in Portsmouth, 
Southsea and Waterlooville, 
and he is a former chairman 
of the Portsmouth and Dis¬ 
trict Estate Agents’ Associa¬ 
tion. 

He says that prices went 
up in his neck of the woods 
just as much as anywhere 
else in the country a few 
years ago, hut, unlike Mr 
Stephens’s stamping ground, 
they also came down just as 
much. 

But Mr Nesbit also miffs a 
chang e in the air. He prefers 
not to come quite so far 
down on the seller’s market 
side as Mr Stephens. 

He contents himself with 
saying that while 1975 was 
indeed a buyer’s market, 
there are now signs of a 
return to balance. 

While agents’ registers 


were as full as they nave et| 
been last year, the numb 
of sales negotiated began 
pick up at die year-end 
has continued into 1976. 

“Wanted” ads are begj 
ning to reappear in i} 
papers, and buyers are 
ginning to find that t| 
absolute bargains are a 
there any more. 

Owners were la st ye 
sticking pretty firm to % 
ing prices in the hope < 
recouping the large sag 
they paid a few years ag 
The ones who could \ 
shifted have been, .and ^ 
remaining properties 
those nearer the 
price. 

As in the . east, th 
appears to be little sh 
of capital, although 1 
are fussier than ever 
about running, repair, d 
ration and rates costs. E 
in Portsmouth itself it 
been difficult to sell 
larger, detached Victo: 
houses.
